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FEDERATED CHARITIES. 

McGill has its chance to be generous this 
week and we do not believe that students will 
fail. 

Foderatod Charities i? oponin^r it? annual 
campaign lo obtain lundf to lioJp those who 
have not had a square deal in this hurly-burly 
of life and they have appealed to MciGill to do 
iu< fharo to help straighten out the crooked 
path.- and lilind alley.-: into which many of the 
lity"? luiioriuiiato.* arc being thruM. They have 
asked McGill for ?13.000. Last year $14.890 was 
raised. Can we not do a? well this year! 

Many of the students at McGill are natur- 
ally not permanent residents of Montreal, and 
too commonly the easy excuse is made that "\Vc 
don't live here, why should we help!" It is a 
very poor excuse, for they certainly arc not giv- 
inp anywhere else, and need is not a thing of 
a universal a]ipca). 

The plea is made to those stai'ting out on 
le' vt]ien roads which lead to mental achieve- 
:eni arid financial pro.sperity on behalf of those 
ho are .Marring ]ife handicapped with eveiy 
id ;.ga;n.-i ihem. It is made on behalf of the 
iiildren of the destitute and dissolate; of or- 
phans : of boys and girls who will be condemned 
to^'obs which lead to nothing but lives of drud- 
geaT w-ithout hope of advancement or escape. 
\ Mr-tiey collected is used in adjusting the handi- 
( ca^is of those who started life under circumstan- 
ces so unpropitious that more fairness demands 
that ihe more furtunaxe shall give them at least 
, a sporting chance to win from life some com- 
foi't and colour. o2 organizations are included 
" under the scheme of a federated charity cam- 
paign, covering every phase of relief work that 
a large city demands. 

Money collecting ^vill be in the hands of the 
chu<s i)residenis, and it is a joint resiJonsibility 
of the president to see that each member of the 
class is given his opportunity to give, and of 
each member of the class lo see that the presi- 
dent of the class receives his money. We do not 
think that many stud'-'ni^ wiV. fail. 



Surprisingly little comment has been raised 
by the repoia of the committee appointed last 
year to investigate the constitution of the Stu- 
dents Society. Y'et the changes mooted mark a 
diiitinci de))!irture from the exi.sting order of 
things. True the matter will not be I'aised for 
definite decision until the .spring but now is the 
time foi- discu.s.sion. and there should assuredly 
be mucii of that before the new order is official- 
ly jjassod. 

Well like to know for one thing just what 
difference between an exofficio member of the 
.student.s council, and an active one. Editor-in- 
chief of the McQili Daily are ex-officio members 
of the Council, but they are also active mem- 
bers. Tile President of the Union is vice-presi- 
den of the Council. What .seems to have been 
meant is that chcsc two officers will be advisory 
members of the Council only, without a vote. 

An excellent .suggestion i.s that the presi- 
dent of the Undergraduates Societies .should 
actually represent the facult.v. nut only at the 
bancjuet tabic, but at tiic Council where matter.? 
affecting his faculty are being di.scus.sed. Prob- 
ably there v.oiild be an increased interest in 
election it thi.s .suggestion goes through, and i( 
seems logical to .suppose that the council man 
would be in a bettei^po.sition to carry out deci- 
sions of the Council when tliey effect his own 
faculty. 

Thoip. i.s one point which does not seem 
ijuitf rhinv. EAi.ellent a.s mo.st of the proposal.s 
are, tliey do not appear t<j cover the motion of 
last year which gave birth to the investigation. 
Thi.s motion, ii v/iU ))<■■ remembered, was de- 
signed to limit the number of offices that a 
man might hold at any one time, the method of 
achieving (.hi:; bc.-iiig lo grade offices, and pro- 
hibit the holders of ccilain offices from holding 
more than one, or two offices, as tlio ca.sc might 
be, at a lime. The idea is a good one, and one 
that it would l;e a pity to see droi). 

A good deal of congratulation is due to the 
committee foi* its \voi"k during the summer 
months on tht; mattei', and we tru.st that it will 
bear its proper fruit, after undei-graduates on 
the campus have given the proposals proper 
consideration .so tiiat they fully undenstan^l. the 
meanijig of the proposed chajiges.
